—Savannah News: About half past 2 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, with bat 
slight premonitory sy mptoms,a cyclone 
struck the city, coming from the north- 
west, and though lasting but a few 
minutes did considerable damage. The 
dust in the streets was rolled into great 
mountains and sent spiining with fear- 
ful velocity in every direction. Signs 
were wrenched from their fastenings 
and thrown intothe street; the goods 
displayed in front of grocery stores 
were scattered as chaff before the 
gale; buckets, brooms and barrels for a 
moment __ indulged in a reg- 
ular Irish jig. Pedestrians 
scarce knew which way to turn, being 
blinded by the terrible dust and 
frightened by the falling signs. One 
gentleman who has not »,een koown 
for years to perambula’e jut ola cer- 
tain sober gait, astonished his triends 
by smashing his hat on his head and 
skipping wild'y into the middle of 
Broughton street, near the Marshall 
house, and then as the noise ofa fall- 
ing sign struck upon his ears, and a 
frightful pillar of dust swept by, as 
frantically waltzing back to the side- 
walk and insanely endeaving to flatten 
himself against a friendly door. A 
number of trees were shorn of their 
limbs, and the outside plastering of a 
honse on Barna:d street, near Hull, 
was scooped "off for some yards as 
neatly as if done with a knile. The 
front flag staff over the Morning News, 
from which was flying the Hiberniaa 
flag, was terribly bent, and neasly 
wrenched off before the flag cuuld be 
lowered.
